The report that the Farmers’ Alliance 
would put out candidates for congress and im- 
portant state offices, has brought out a vigor- 
ous disavowal byglliancemen of any such in- 
tention; but what is of vastly more importance, 
ithas drawn out a clear and vigorous state- 
ment, by their president, of the platform and 
purpose of the alliance. 

They precipitate upon the campaign two 
great practical questions which every candi- 
wate for important oftice will have thrown at 
bim. 

He will be asked to commit himself, aud if 
he says yea, he will get their votes at the 
primaries; if he says nay, they wil scratch 
him. 

The legislation they proprose includes flexi- 
ble courrency and railroad regulation. 

The currency reform is the one upon which 
they most strenuously insist,and in it they seek 
by a bold stroke to solve the money problem in 
a manner that will make farm products as cur- 
rent as silver bullion. 

The scheme is simply that the government 
issue, in the crop season, a currency based on 
non-perishable farm products,advancing to the 
farmers eighty per cent of the crop’s value for 
twelve months. 

With this vigorous measure they propose to 
re-arrauge the whole financial system of the 
country, and in the tremendous task they de- 
maud. the aid. of those who ask 
their votes. This is the trying 
ordeal through which congressional aspirants 
will be put. It is the most radical change 
attempted in our government for decades, and 
if actually put in operation it would astonish 
the world. Great changesgfi political economy 
come from the people, and noone can tell what 
a year may bring forth. F 
President Livingston Opens the Campaign. 

President Livingston unlimbered last night 


_ When he was asked about the report that the 


alliance would put out a ticket against the 
democratic ticket for erngress. 

“If there is any such movement among the 
farmers of Georgia, lam entirely ignorant of 
it,’’ said he, ‘‘and my relations with my people 
are such that I would know if there was such 
@ movement. 

“There has been a good deal said in Georgia 
and outside of Georgia about three parties, but 
it has been confined to individuals and isolated 
cases. I have seen two or three letters to Mr. 
Brown (editor of the Alliance Farmer) from the 
nerthwest, and I have had but one directly or 
indirectly on that question.. It was from the 
secretary of the Banks county alliance, saying 
some man had proposed that their people in 
the ninth district get together and organize a 
third party. I discouraged it roundly, saying

can parties we well established in the country,

were adopted. We think so far the simple 
reason that we put the producer in such a posi- 
tion that his products are not forced on the 
market, or made to sell his produce ata given 
day. The producer gets twelve months to sell. 
A Currency Based on Crops, 

“The sub-treasury plan proposes, briefly, 
that the government take the farmers staple 
crops into its warehouses and issue him nego- 
tiabie certificates to eighty per cent of the 
value of his products. With no charges but 
the bare expense of storage and insurance the 
crop is kept there a year. In that time the 
farmer sellsit month by month, simply letting 
the supply keep up with the demand. This 
will regulate prices and prevent corners. It 
will break up all this speculation which is en- 
couraged by the present system. 

**‘In the fall and winter when the farmer has 
to sell, money it scarce and corn and wheat are 
low. In the spring and summer, when he has 
to buy, money is cheapand that makes pro- 
visions high. The present currency of intlex- 
ible volume forces the farmes to sell cheap and 
buy at high prices. By the sub-treasury plan 
the currency would be expanded as the crop 
comes in, and retired as the crop is marketed. 
Thus, there would be in all the seasons 
just such a volume of currency 
as the business demands, with no surplus to 
encourage speculation. 

“Another thing. The price would be fixed 
month by month in just accordance with sup- 
ply and demand. Cotton statistics are at Kest 
an approximation. The estimates may miss 
several hundred thousand bales, and a hun- 
dred thousand in the supply may make a dif- 
ference of a cent inthe price of cotton. When 
the crop is marketed or stored the actual num- 
ber of bales will be known and the price will 
become steady. _ | 

‘‘T believe a plan of this kind will relieve 
the farmer a thousand times more than a 
reformation of the tariff or any other thing of 
that kind. Believing that with our whole soul, 
our people will say to Mr. Clements or. Mr. 
Stewart or Mr. anybody else, ‘will you vote 
for such a currency as we ask ?’ 

“The present system makes the money kings 
our financial masters. “his will make the 
government our ruler in money matters. Jay 
Gould has no interest in my physical or 
moral well-being. He does not care 
whether my children are educated or grow up 
to be heathens. But the government wants 
me strong of body so I can fight for it if neoes- 
sary, and wants me moral and intelligent ‘so 
that I will be a usefuland a burden bearing 
citizen, able to pay my part of the tax. 

‘‘Some may s2y the farmer is asking too 
much, but he is only asking what the govern- 
ment gives to the whisky men. They get 
more. Whisky is worth $3 a gallon the min- 
ute it is put in’ a bonded warehouse, 
becouse the age gives it value by anticipation. 
That whisky was only worth fifty cents a gallon 
before. 

“The farmer is only asking an extension of 
the favor already granted to the national 
banks. They deposit bonds in vauits, which 
stand in place of bonded warehouses, and. they 
get ninety per cent of the face value at one per 
cent per annum, meantime collecting interest 
on the bonds, and paying nothing for storage, 
tax or insurance. We only ask the govern- 
ment to advance eighty per cent of the value 
of products, and we pay the storage and insur- 
ance. 

“T have no doubt this question will be pro- 
pounded in every district: ‘How are you poor 
fellows going to get any money from the goy- 
ernment When they do make plenty of it?’ 
The advance is made direct from the govcrn- 
ment to the producer, This system will en- 
courage the production of the necessities of 
life, for when @ man knows what he raises 
will sell for its value uninfluenced by specula- 
tion, he will plant heavily. It will stimulate 
agriculture world without end. 

‘This plan applies to agricultural products, 
pig iron or any staple product the principle 
now applied fo silver under the scheme devised 
by Alexander Stephens. The government, is- 
sues money called silver certificates, based on 
silver coin or bullion ; also certificates based on 
gold coin or bullion. Silver and gold bullion 
have fluctuated widely. Some will say the 
fluctuations of products of the farm will be an 
obstacle. We answer, bullion has fluctuated 
also. Under this plan, however, fluctuations 
would be reduced to a minimum. It-.would 
have the same effect on agricultural 
product that remonitization had _ on 
silver—it will solidify and _ steady 
its value. Fluctuation as a cause will be re- 
moved, and prices will be left to adjust them- 
selves firmly to the cost or abundance of the 
crops, and other legitimate factors_in the cost 
of the article. 

‘‘The farmer, as it now is, must pay the re- 
tailers profit, the wholesalers profit, the Geor- 
gia bankers profit, and the toll the New York 
bank makes off those in Georgia. With the 
other the money goes direct to the producer, 
and he gets his purchases at the lowest margin 
of protit. 

“Another question on which we will ask 
candidates for nomination to commit them- 
selves, is that of railroad regulation. The great 
difficulty isin discriminating in favor of ter- 
minal points against the villages and rural 
districts. Toillustrate,a carload of Carolina 
phosphates is dropped out of a train for me at 
Covington, and the freight is $4.30.. The train 
goes to Atlanta and drops off several cars for 
George W. Scott & Co, at $3.40 aton. It goes 
on to Montgomery and drops several cars at 
$3 a ton, and carries the _  frest 
all the way out to Meridian, lis- 
sissippi for $2.80. If we want to start 
an oil mill and fertilizer factory at Covington, 
this difference of ninety cents in favor of At- 
lantais hard enough to overcome, but that is 
not all.. We must stand another ninety cents 
on the fertilizer we ship out. So we are met 
with the obstacle of $1.80 a ton. This not 
only discouragés the building up of industries 
in our small towns, but depresses our rural dis- 
tricts by killing their home markets. 

‘‘We think the remedy is to be found princi- 
pally through the inter-state commerce law. 
It mast be so amended that the charge will be 
by wheelage. That is the gist of the resolu- 
tion we passed on the subject at St. Louis. If 
this does not give relief then we are for gov- 
ernment control of railroads. 

‘*‘Without some relief of this kind, it will be 
ap uphill business for us to build up rural 
districts and the country schools. Men of 
wealth move to the city, where the discrimi- 
nation places the advantages, and with them 
they take their children and their money. 
There is less and less remaining to support the 
schools or develop the farms. 

‘‘We decided to waive all minor considera- 
lions, and concentrate our whole strength on 
these two measures. With the first secured, 
we think the frest will follow of themselves, 
for with a currency system ¢ to meet 
the necessity of the "harvest, farmers will 
soon be able to build all the railrodds we need, 
if it should become necessary.”

THE SEWER BONDS. 


With Which the Main Sewers 
Are to be Extended. 


THE ELECTION ON SATURDAY 


And the People Are Urged to 
Come and Vote. 


THE RESULT VERY DOUBTFUL. 


But the Board of Health and the 
Sewer Committee at Work. 


The sewer bonds election next Saturday was 
fully discusesd yesterday throughout the city. 

The board of health and sanitary and sewer 
committee of the general council are extreme- 
ly anxious tosecure the election, and the gen- 
tlemen composing these bodies are working 
hard. They are thoroughly conversant 
with the sewer system of At- 
lanta and assert most emphatically that 
the contemplated extension of the sewers is 
absolutely essential to the health and safety of 
the city. - 

The work cannot be done unless the bonds 
are voted by the people Saturday. 

The people, however, appear*not to have 
given the question the study it should have 
and many do not know whether the bonds are 
really necessary. For their information the 
gentlemen most conversant with the situation 
were interviewed by CONSTITUTION reporters 
yesterday. 

Mayor Glenn Refuses to Talk. 

Mayor Glenn, who is thoroughly posted in 
every department of the city government was 
asked : 

‘‘What do you think of the necessity of the 
bonds ?”’ 

“T do not care to be interviewed upon the 
subject,’’ he answered. 3 

‘‘But the people are anxious to hear from 
you.” 

‘“‘T.won’t be interviewed tonight. I don’t 
think it a wise policy. I want to see the water 
works bonds carried, you know.”’ 

The mayor could not be induced to talk 
about the sewer bonds. 


City Engineer Clayton. 

Captain Clayton, city engineer, knows the 
line of every sewer in the city, and under his 
directions most of them have been: built. In 
reply to a question, he said: 

‘‘The trunk sewers ought, by all means, be 
extended, and the sooner we do it, the better 
for us.”’ 

‘“‘How many are there ?’’ 

“Five. The Connolly street sewer, the Loyd 
street sewer, the Butler street sewer, the Orme 
street sewer and the mineral springs sewer. 
These should all be carried beyond the new 
city limits. Some ofthem stop right in the 
city, and residents in that locality are not at 
all safe.’’ 

‘What will it cost to extend them?” 

‘‘A half million dollars.’ It will take close 
to $500,000 to put them outside the city.”’ 

‘‘How many can the $100,000 of bonds carry 
out ?”’ 

“It can carry two of them outside the 
limits. But the idea is to spend the money on 
all of them, and push them just as far as we 
can go. They are bad as they are.”’ 

‘‘And are they apt to cause sickness ?”’ 

‘‘They may, but the board of health can tell 
you about that betterthanI. Sewerage matter 
may collect in those old gutters, because we 
haven’t enough water to carry it off. More 
water would remedy the situation, but not 


cure it.”’ 
Dr. Baird, of the Health Board. 


‘‘The board of health,’’ said Dr. Baird in 
responce to a question, “has for years past 
urged the necessity for rebuilding some of the 
main or trunk sewers and of extending them, 
as rapidly as possible, beyond the limits of the 
city. The great sanitary importance of this 
work has been fully recognized by the board, 
and our reccommendations have been duly ap- 
preciated by the city council, which has only 
been prevented from doing the work for lack 
of money, as the scant sewer appropriations, 
made from year to year, have been 
absorbed in providing the less costly lateral 
sewers to meet the pressing demands of long 
neglected or rapidly developing residence sec- 
tions of the city.”’ 

‘And you think ?— 

‘In my opinion the thorough over-hauling, 
reconstruction and extension of these main 
sewers is the most pressing sanitary require- 
ment now before the public. This opinion is 
earnestly indorsed by Mr. Rudolph Herring, 
the distinguished sanitary engineer, who has 
made athorough survey of the situation. is 
perfectly familiar with our condition and who 
has about completed the plans _ for 
a general system of sewerage for the 
city. I have had frequent and _ full 
consultations with him, covering a period of 
two years, and am well acquainted with his 
views on this subject.’’ 

“The construction of these main sewers,’’ 
continued the doctor, ‘‘is not for luxury or for 
ornament. If that was all, I should advise 
against the issue of bonds, and advocate the 
postponement of the work to a future time; 
but I regard this work as a pressing, serious 
sanitary necessity, that cannot be delayed 
without ~ great risks, and ithe certainty 
of grave consequences. The people 
ought to understand the facts. They 
ought to know that there is not a sewer within 
this city that goes beyond or even to the cor 
porate limits. They cught to know that all 
the sewage of the city has its out-fall within a 
radius of a mile and a half of the union pas- 
senger depot, most of it within one mile and 
some of it within three blocks of that center. 
They ought to know that some of these old 
sewers—called, through courtesy, sanitary— 
are nothing more than rough, loosely-built, 
flat bottomed rock drains, which were never 
designed to- convey anything more 
than storm water. They ought to know 


stantly disgusting and : 7 | 
which befouls the air of our streets, and men- 


phere of our homes, In these rough and 
jagged structures it is impossible to prevent or 


“It seems to me that it will be a great mis- 
take for the city to reject the opportunity to 
protect itself by refusing to issue the re- 
quisite bonds: Increase of water supply will be 
of no @yail unless a increase 
of sewer facilities are provided. The trunk 
sewers are indispensable. Lateral sewers can- 
not properly discharge into natoral drains or 
open branches. If, then, by an extra effort, 
the trunk sewers should be renovated and 
built, the regular sewer appropriations can be 
expended for the comparatively inexpensive 
laterals, and thus rapid relief from the evils 
under which we now labor will be obtained. 

‘It is an error to attribute the prosperity of 
the city to her financial policy, or to 
her financial status solely. No doubt 
these are factors .of no # mean 
importance, but the truth is, it is our incom- 
parable elimate, and our sanitary advantages 
and attractions which stand easily first as the 
cause of our marvelous growth and material 
development. 

**The sacrifice or the neglect of these vast 
natural advantages to escape the expenditure 
of a few dollars might be penny wise, but cer- 
tainly pound foolish. It would afford a prac- 
tical example of bartering a glorious birthright 
for a mess of potage.”’ 

Hon. Jacob Haas. : 

Hon. Jacob Hass is generally credited with 
knowing more about Atlanta’s sewer system 
than any other man in the city. 

He certainly is eminently well informed on 
that subject. 

As chairman of the sewer committee of the 
council, he has thoroughly studied the sewer 
question. 

Yesterday he was asked to explain why he is 
so strongly in favor of issuing the $100,000 
sewer bonds, in opposition to the arguments of 
Judge Hillyer. 

“Judge Hillyer says,”’ said Mr. Haas, ‘‘that 


' the people are entitled to know the full facts 


about the sewers. I agree with himin that, 
although I differ with him as to the facts, and 
I repeat that he has not fully informed him- 
self upon the question he argues. 

**He speaks of a sanitary sewer which be- 
gins at DeGive’s opera house and runs down 
to the Kimball house, the carshed and on be- 
tween Pryor and Loyd streets, down the val- 
ley of Dunning’s, or Little branch, clear 
beyond Capitol avenue, at or near the 
city limits. All the closets connect with it, 
and {the §sewage of the entire watershed is 
carried off by that sewer. Now, I say, Judge 
Hillyer is mistaken. He calisit “a sanitary 
sewer.’ Let ussee what the board of health 
says about it. In their report to the council 
for the year 1888 they use the following lan- 
guage concerning it: 

“The remainder of this sewer, from Fair street 
to its commencement at the union passenger de- 
pot, remains the same abominable nuisance which 
it has been for years, and which it will continue 
to be until it is abolished. 

In the judgment of this board, the most pressing 
sanitary demand now resting upon the city is the 
substitution of this disgustmg cesspool by a mod- 
ern sewer running from the Kimball houge, along 
4jiabama street to Loyd street, thence to Fair 
street. 

“The truth is,it is nothing more than a rock 
culvert built of loose rock, without cement, 
and it was constructed by the different owners 
of the property through which it .passes for the 
purpose of carrying off the storm water, and 
did not cost the city anything. This isa pat- 
tern of Judge Hillyer’s so-called sanitary 
sewers. The same applies to others to a per- 
haps less degree.’’ 

“But can we afford to go in debt?” he was 
asked. 3 

‘The financial policy of Atlanta has been a 
wise one, but the growth of the city must not 
be attributed to that cause alone. If we have 
in the past escaped epidemics, is that any rea- 
son why we should defy nature’s laws and not 
make use of these branches by covering them 
over and assist to carry off the sewerage, 
from the densely populated part of the city. 
The regular sewer appropriations supple- 
mented by the one hundred thousand dollars 
of sewer bonds which we ask for will extend 
all the trunk sewers from the thickly settled 
part of the city to a point where the danger of 
disgusting odors arising from them will not be 
$0 great as now.”’ 

‘“‘But can’t we build as we go?”’ 

“It is absolutely necessary that these trunk 
sewers should be built more rapidly than here- 
tofore. The population is increasing at the 
rate of from 10,000 to 15,000 a year, entire new 
sections of the city are being developed, and 
the demand for sanitary sewers and house eon 
nection becomes imperative. You cannot con- 
tinue to lay these and empty the sewage into 
the open branches and endanger the lives of 
that portion of the community who live at 
or near them. Atlanta is forging ahead 
as a manufacturing center; a large proportion 
of our population being employed in these 
factories and also mechanics and laboring peo- 
ple who own a humble home along these sewer 
branches, and a small outlay will protect them 
against sickness or something worse. They 
cannot leave the city during the hot summer 
months and escape the offensive odors arising 
from the open sewers, and I have no hesitancy 
m saying if the extension of the trunk 
sewers involved a greater expenditure than the 
city council proposes, I would favorit. Thecity 
looses nothing by making thef‘swamp_ lands’ 
(that give Judge Hillyer so much trouble), 
more valuable. If their value increases so 
enormously as claimed by the judge, the city 
will get the benefit of the increased assess- 
ments.”’ 

“The city government does not proposes to 
pay the entire cost of these trunk 
sewers. The abutting property has to 
bear its share, andit makes no difference to 
the citmso far asthe ultimate cost of these 
cong concerned, whether they are built 

or through a series of years. The regular 
appropriation for sewers, supplemented by the 
issue of the bonds, is intended only to pay the 
city’s proportion, and does not relieve the 
owners of the property of their part.”’ 

“Do you think we can afford it?”

TWENTY-SEVEN MOONSHINERS 


Who Swore to Revenge Them- 
selves: on Informers. 


THREE HOUSES WERE BURNED 


And Now Some of Those Sus- 
pected Languish in Jail. 


Yesterday morning a most startlingstory was 
brought to Atlanta from Pickens county. 

The story is of a moonshine organization—a 
band of bold spirits bound together by solemn 
oath for the protection of its members, and the 
punishment of informers. It comes in part 
through the United States marshal’s office, 
and in part fromjthe lips of the daring deputies 
who have ferreted out the gang and brought 
raany of its members to justice. 

“The honest man’s friend and protector,” is 
the title of the moonshine organization, and 
on its roll are twenty-seven sworn members. 

It has beenin existance about a year, and 
already a number of crimes are charged to its 
account, the latest the burning of three houses 
within the past two months. The burning of 
a government distillery is also charged to this 
band. 

Breaking Up the Gang. 

The prime abject of the organization is the 
driving out of the county all who are supposed 
to have been guilty of the offense of 
giving information to the revenue 
officers and also for the 
purpose of intimidating witnesses. 

For some months past the revenue officers 
have suspected the existence of the clan, or a 
moonshine brotherhood of some sort. Active 
measures, however, were not directed to the 
ferreting out of the members and their 
strength until last December, when the reve- 
nue officers and county officers combined to 
bring the offenders to justice and effectually 
break up their organization, which was sup- 
posed to exist. 

The ring-leader and eleven of his associates 
are now in jail charged with arson and con- 
spiracy, and the names of all the other sus- 
pected members are in the possession of the 
officers. 

Two of the members of the clan have turned 
states evidence, appearing before the United 
States district court yesterday morning, when 
the whole history and workings of the organi- 
zation were confessed. 

Burning Three Houses. 

The immediate cause of the extraordinary 
efforts of the officers to break up the gang was 
the burning of three houses in Pickens county 
recently. These houses were owned and; oc- 
cupied by men who were accused of being in- 
formers against the moonshiners, and who had 
been witnesses in Atlanta against the breakers 
of the revenue laws. 

The burning of these houses, which came 
near resulting in the loss of several lives, so 
aroused public feeling against the perpetra- 
tors of the outrage that the whole country was 
active in crying out against such outrages. 

Since last November, when the first house 
was fired, the people of Pickens have been in 
a state of great excitement. This was inten- 
sified a short time ago, when it was rumored 
that there was such an organization as is now 
confirmed by recent developments. 

Saturated With Kerosene. 

The first bold outrage of the organization 
was committed on the night of November 12th 
last’ 

That night the home of Mr. John Aiken 
was burnedto the ground. Fortunately there 
was noone in the house that night. Mr. 
Aiken lives a few miles from Jasper, and his 
family was visiting in that town when the 
building was fired. 

Nobody saw the torch applied, but evidence 
was ample that the fire had been the work of 
incendiaries. 

A straw tick had been taken from one of the 
beds, and after being ripped open, saturated 
with kerosene oil and the match applied. 

Mr. Aiken had been warned by the moon- 
shiners to leave the county for giving informa- 
tion te the revenue officers. 

Though there was noclew tothe incendia- 
ries, suspicion fell upon several moonshiners 
who had suffered the penalty of the law for 
their work, and were consequently feeling 
anything but kindly toward any who should 
happen to have been witnesses or informers.

The community wag 
also so worked up by this time that the county 
officers, aided by the revenue officers, turned 
their whole energies toward the catching of 
the criminals. 

Arrests Made. 

The officials were firm in the belief that the 
fires had been lighted by moonshiners. 

Accordingly they worked on that idea, 
finally unearthing an organization, the extent 
: which they at first had not the remotest 
idea— 

“The Honest Man’s Friend and Protector.” 

Sheriff Johnson and Deputy Marshals Mann 
and Cape soon got on a trail, and in a few days 
after the firing of Mr. Stoner’s house, arrested 
James Colley and W.T.Champen. After a 
preliminary trial thes men were released. 

Jack Landon, John rand Jim Wiggin- 
ton were arrested on D r 28th last. On 
preliminary trial Landoh and Foster were 
bound over and Wigginton released. 

Jack Landon and John Foster were a good 
haul! for the officers. They were the ring lead- 
ers of the organization, and their capture was 
in the nature of a streak of luck. 

Without leaders, the other members of the 
order were at sea. They did not know which 
way toturn. Their confusion was such that 
within a very short time nine other assests were 
made by the revenue officers. 

These assests were not made without 
difficulty though, and in several instances 
shots were exchanged between the officers and 
moonshiners. 

Released by the Moonshiners. 

On Thursday night, February 13th, the jail 
at Jasper, in Pickens county, was broken open 
by a mob of masked men, and Jack Landosg 
and John Foster, the two moonshiners, re 
leased. 

Jack Garrett and John Lively, two othes 
prisoners confined in the jail, were also turned 
loose by the mob. 

At the time the jail was broken open,Sheriff 
Johnson was absent, the first time, he says, he 
had been away from the jail in six weeks for 
more than an houratatime. No resistance 
was offered to the mob, and the prisoners were 
carried away with little trouble 

Landon aad Foster were recaptured agaig 
about,two weeks afterward in Tennessee, by 
Deputy Marshals Mann and Cape. Garrett 
was also taken and brought back to jail, buf 
Lively has not yet been recaptured. 

The Pursuit. 

Early the morning following the escape of 
the two moonshiners Sheriff Johmson organ. 
ized a posse and started in pursuit. 

In the afteraoon the sheriff ’s party came ia 
sight of a body of moonshiners, some distance 
off, on the west of a small mountain, knows 
as Landous Fields. 

When the moonshiners saw the officers 


shots in their midst. The fire was returned by 
the sheriff’s party, and a small battle ensued. . 

Sheriff Johnson got his men together, dis- 
mounting from their horses, and prepared te 
take the moonshiners in by a little strat 
agem. 

During the day two prisoners had been cap 
tured. These and the horses were put is 
charge of a guard, and the remainder of the 
party started on foot over the mountains. 

The moonshiners had scouts out to warn 
them of the approach of the officers. One of 
these was a man by the name of Will Whipple, 
He was stationed near the wagon road, along 
which it was expected the posse would come, 
the moonshiners not being aware of the dis 
mounting of the officers. 

Before either party was aware of it, Whipple 
was almost surrounded by the sheriff and his 
men. He was commanded to throw down his 
gun. But, instead of obeying, Whipple dodged 
behind a tree, and throwing his gun to his 
shoulder, took aim at one of the officers. 

But in an instant the reports of a half dozen 

rifles rang out, and the moonshiner behind the 
tree suddenly dropped his gun on 
his arm and started on a run 
through the woods, leaving a trail 
of blood in his path. Twice he stumbled and 
fell from weakness, but the attention of the 
posse being just then attracted to the main 
body of moonshiners at the crest of the hlll, he 
escaped. 
_ ‘Afterwards it was learned that Whipple had 
been shot in the arm, thigh, shoulder ang 
neck; besides a bullet grazing his side. In alf, 
seven bullets passed through his clothing. 

Beyond capturing the two moonshiners 
mentioned, the sheriff and deputy marshale 
did not succeed in making any further arrestg 
on their raid. 

Later on, on the information of one of the 
moonshiners who agreed to give the whole 
organixation away, twelve of the moonshiners 
were captured and lodged in jail. 

The Men in Jail. 

Four of the men were placed in the Pickens 
county jail, where they now are, charged with: 
arson. They were arrested and the indictmente 
made previous to the developing of the con- 
spiracy of the moonshiners’ organization. 

They are Harrison Jones, Thomas Punley, 
Thomas Fields and Eli Fields. 

Four others ate in Cobb county jail at Ma- 
rietta, Jack Lansdon, Jack Singly, Seaborn 
Landsdon and John Forrest. 

Four others were brought to Atlanta and 
placed in Fulton county jail yesterday morn- 
ing. They are Dave Wheeler, Hamilton 
Richards, Patton Miller and George Coffer. 

Those in the Atlanta jail are charged with 
conspiracy in being members of the moonshine 
clan, the members of which are bound by a 
most solemn oath to stand by each other in 
their fight against the revenue laws and

Fines are ‘iiposed for not attéhding the 
meetings, and one clause provides that any 
member who shall come to a meeting under 


the influence of liquor shall be whipped. 


The moonshiners swear to stand. by ones 


another in all sorts of difficulties, to perjure 
themselves in court if necessary, to secure the 
acquittal of any one of their members. 

Even removal from the state does not re- 
lieve a member from his oath to the order, and 
if he betrays any of its secrets to anyone, no 
difference where he is, to suffer death. 

The leading clause of the organization is 
providing for the punishment of revenue in- 
formers. They are all to be driven out of the 
country. If they don’t leave when notified, 
they are to be forced to do so. 

The burning of the three houses of men ac- 
cused of being informers, shows just how far 
the moonshiners intend to carry out their pur- 
poses. 

Marking Informers. 

A startling feature of the papers found in 
the hollow tree is the manner in which the 
vath is subscribed to by the members. 

Instead of signing their own names, each 
member is initiated under the name of some 
man supposed to be an informer. By this 
means the identity of the members is hidden, 
and the informers are always kept fresh in 
mind by the members always wearing that 
name when at meetings. 

Beside each name, however, a figure is 
placed, and the members are also designated 
by these. 

One member joined under the name of Dep- 
uty Marshal Mann, and another under that 
of Deputy Marshal Cape. Others joined un- 
der the names of the three men whose houses 
were burned. 

All the correct names are known to the offi- 
cers, however, and a number of arrests are al- 
ready planned. 


BURNED TO DEATH. 
The Terrible Fate Which Befell a Webster 
County Lady

Mrs. Sarah Horton, wife of W.H. H. Horton, 
of this place, was preparing dinner in the stove 
room, she had a fire burning in the open fire 
place near by.

Tivo Freight Trains Come Tegether on the 
Central Railvoad* Near Gordon—The

Macon, Ga., March 5.—[{Special.}—A_terri- 
ble accident happened lastnight about 1:45 on 
the Central railroad, between Gordon and 
Macon, at a steep grade where quite a number 
of accidents have occurred. 
freight train left Savannah for Macon in 
charge of Engineer Dan Horden and Con- 
ductor Tilton. The train was heavily loaded 
and the éngine was not able to make over ten 
or twelve miles per hour. The train was about 
twelve hours late. 

Another freight train, not so heavily loaded, 
in charge of Engineer Smith and Conductor 
Epps, was following close’on the same schd- 
ule, and running at-the rate of fully twenty- 
five miles per hour. The front train was prac- 
tically stalled on the steep grade, but this faet 
was unknown to the reartrain which was com- 
ing thundering at great speed. No danger 
signals and no flagman had been put out from 
the front train to give the rear freight warning. 

Suddenly there came a terrific crash, and 
the engine of the rear train ploughed into the 
caboose of the front train, and literally de- 
molished it. At the time of the collision, 
Brakeman R.J. Bull, of Savannah, was on 
the rear platform of the caboose, and Hilton 
Tucker, of Charleston, was on the front plat- 
form of the caboose. Bull was thrown down 
and badly hurt, but strange to say, was not 
fatally injured. Tucker was not so fortunate. 
He was hurled between the cars and crushed 
into a horrible mass. His bones-were broken 
from head to foot, both legs braken, body torn 
and face mashed. He presented a hideous 
looking sight. No one else was hurt. Re- 
markable indeed that Engineer Smith and 
the others on his engine were not killed. En- 
gineer Smith, when he saw the collision was 
inevitable, remained on his engine, and with 
great cotrage tried to reverse and prevent the 


accident. The wounded men were 
brought to Macon on an engine 
early this morning, and their injuries 


were given medical attention. The wounds 
of Bull were dressed without much trouble, 
but Tucker wasin too precarious a condition 
to be handled. About half past twelve today 
Tucker died. The remains were taken in 
charge by the road, and his friends and rela- 
tives were telegraphed. Tucker was about 
thirty-five years old and married.

“You are now in Middle 
Tennessee,” heAaid, ‘‘but we want to have 
you go to the~mountains of East Tennessee 
and west tothe Mississippi in order that your 
minds may be in condition to appreciate the 
state pride and enthusiasm. to be found at 
the hearthstone of every Tennessean.

These blessings, with 
patriotic management and the new spirit of 
energy now springing up will be the stepping- 
stone to Tennessee’s future greatness and 
prosperity. In thename of the legislature, 
gentlemen of the Republican league, I welcome 
you, and I promise not to count you present to 
make a quorum.” 

GOVERNOR TAYLOR SPEAKS, 

Governor Taylor was then introduced, and 
he said he did not know What to say to add to 
the speaker’s address. ‘‘In the name of the 
whole state,”’ said he, ‘‘and especially the city 
of Nashville, I welcome you. I love to see re- 
publicans come to Nashville, because it is the 
center of education in the state. The 
wonderful resources of the state cannot be 
told. You must see to appreciate 
them. Iron ore is hanging in our mountains, 
and it is not necessary to go into the mines to 
getit. Our soil is the most fertile in the coun- 
try. What we want to do is to develop our 
resources. We desire you to look around and 
see, and fall into our idea and*reduce the tariff 
in order that they can be developed.”’ 

President Thurston, in responding, said: 

‘‘This cordial and kindly reception convinces 
us that the hospitality of Tennessee outrivals 
that of all the rest of the world.’”’ 

Cincinnati was chosen as the location of the 
next convention. The election of officers re- 
sulted as follows: President, J. M. Thurston, 
Nebraska; secretary, A. P. Humphrey, New 
York ; treasurer, Phineas Lounsberry, Connec- 
ticut. 

Short addressses were then made by State 
Senator Park, E. Stewart, of Philadelphia,and 
Hon. John Joel Fort, of Tennessee, after 
which the delegates from Pennsylvania sang 
‘‘America,’’ and the reception ended. 

* When the convention reconvened it was 4 
p.m. The first committee to submit its re- 
port was the committee on resolutions. A 
platform was presented and adopted. 

After passing a resolution thanking the 
press and citizens of Nashville for their kind 
treatment, the convention adjourned sine die 
at 7 o’clock tonight. 

About one-third of the delegates left for their 
homes on the night trains, and others will re- 
main over visiting Chattanooga, Memphis and 
other southern cities. They will return here 
on Saturday nigbt and start atonce forthe 
north.

The 
refusal of certain members to act with him in 
securing a modification of the Sunday closing 
law has led to this action. His resignation, if 
adhered to, will reatly embarrass the demo- 
cratic majority in party legislation and the 
passage of the congressional re-districting bill.

The Governor of Missouri Takes Charge of 
the Treasury. 

Sr. Lovrs, March 5.—At Jefferson City, it 
is now considered pretty well settled that 
State Treasurer Noland isshort in his accounts 
by over $30,000.

It is now developed that Governor Francis, 
while in New York, received a telegram from 
his private secretary, W. A. Lanning, with 
reference to the trouble in the treasurer’s of- 
fice, and he hurried home and to Jefferson 
City, taking charge of the treasurer’s office at 
once. Then the bondsmen met and decided 
that the deficit must be met and the matter 
hushed up, but tothis proposition the governor 
demurred, on the ground that such action 
would be unlawful, and he could not afford to 
compromise himself in that way, hence the in- 
evitable exposure. —_

THE DENTAL DEPARTMENT. 

After the newly-made doctors had returned 
to their places in the auditorium, Dr. William 
Crenshaw, dean of the dental department, 
made his report. He stated that the present 
condition of his department authorized him 
in asserting that no dental college 
in the country had-~met with more 
success, or had graduated a class of 
more promising experts in dental surgery than 
the Southern Medical college. 

When the present graduating class matricu- 
lated, he said, it contained sixty members. 
The epidemic of vellow fever which devas- 
tated Florida, seriously effected the succeediug 
class, but in spite of all drawbacks, fifteen 
gentlemen had been found, after a strict ex- 
amination, competent to fulfill the duties re- 
quired of a doctor of dental surgery. This 
vear sixty-two students matriculated, and Dr. 
Cremshaw claimed that the future of the den- 
tal department of the Southern Medical col- 
lege was assured.

men. In the course of his speech, Dr. Powell 
_ hi his hearers advice as to their future con- 

uct which, if followed, will surely bring honor 
and success to each of the graduates. 

THE VALEDQCTORIES. 

After a short intermission, Dr. M. Ashby 

urse, of Savannah, delivered the valedictory 
address for the medical department. It’ was 
an effort of which any one of the older medical 
men on the stage might well have been proud. 
Every sentence showed careful thought and 
deep research into the subjects considered. At 
the close of the address Dr. Purse was fairly 
overwhelmed by a shower of beautiful flowers. 

The valedictory for the dental class was de- 
divered by Dr. J. C. Cato, of Alabama, and 
the wisdom of the graduating class in choosing 
& representative was demonstrated. ‘Dr. Cato’s 
manner was simple and perfectly natural; his 
‘words were well chosen, and in his forcible 
farewell to the class affected the audience 
visibly. Dr. Cato also received some beautiful 
flowers. 

DR. BOLLING SASNETT. 

Rey. Bolling Sasnett, D. D., was then in- 
troduced in a most amusing way by Professor 
Lane, and delivered the annnal address to the 
graduates. Dr. Sasnett’s speeeh was interest- 
ing. from first to last, and the applause he re- 
<eived showed how well he was appreciated. 

DELIVERY OF PRIZES. 

The delivery of prizes to the honor men 
<losed the exercises. 

Dr. T. L. Treadaway, of Texas, received a 
gold medal as first honor man of the medical

According to the scale of prices charged by 
artists of note, the work which Mr. Doyle pro- 
poses to do would be worth over $30,000. He 
has consented, however, partly from his friend- 
ship for Mr. Grady, and partly for the great 
celebrity which the Grady monument will 
surely bestow on its designer, to undortake the 
labor for the amount which has been sub- 
scribed by the admirers of the great Georgian. 

Before the committee adjourned, Mr. Doyle 
agreed to make a model of his ‘design and 
place iton exhibition in Atlanta. To carry 
out this agreement Mr. Doyle will leave for 
New York today. He is at present at work on 
the Horace Greeley statue, which is to. be lo- 
cated, when completed, in the New York City 
Hall park.

In choosing Mr. Doyle as the sculptor the 
committee took a step which at once insured 
the beauty and artistic merit of the monu- 
meat. In 1886 the Century Magazine printed 
ay article on out door sculpture in America, in 
whicl one quarter of the monuments in the 
United States entitled to the dignity of being 
named works of art were attributed to Mr. 
Dovle. 

The success of the young sculptor has been 
phenomenal. The reason of his success was 
given recently by Mr. Robert Cushing, the 
world renowned sculptor, in the following 
words: 

**The reason of Mr. Doyle’s success is very 
simple. I knew him a boy at Corona, in Italy, 
seventeen years ago, where his art education 
began inthe best school knowh to modern 
sculpture, where his education was funda- 
mental and thorough, and where the art idea 
was fixed at the proper age in the boy’s mind. 
We have no _ sculptor who has 
been so completely taught as \Doyle, 
and the result is that he can make no mis- 
takes, model no absurdities,and is always sure 
of what he is doing. In this respect he has a 
vast advantage over his brother sculptors, be- 
cause he can give the entire energy of his 
mind to a study of the original. In other 
words to this faculty of invention in which he 
is very strong.’’

Mr. Thirkield Writes a Letter. 

We have already printed in these columns 
the address delivered in Chicago recently by 
Rey. Mr. Thirkield, president of the Gammon 
Theological school, of Atlanta. In repro- 
ducing it, we took occasion to make some 
comments saggested by the spirit which 
seemed to underlie and animate the speken 
words, 

jt is fair to Mr. Thirkield, and perhaps 
ue to him, to say that the spirit of that 
address was simply an exposition of a pro- 
gramme that he has in view, and which he 
is striving to carry out. We have before us 
a long letter which he wrote to the Christian 
Advocate of New Yorkin January, and as 
his policy and his programme possess real 
interest for the people among whom his lot 
is cast, we have read it with some attention. 

Mr. Thirkield’s letter is a protest against 
the relations of the races in the south. He 
says that the negroes are repressed and re- 
stricted in his civil as well as his social rela- 
tions, and he declares that he has ‘‘seen 
sensitive, refined men writhe under the tor- 
ture,’ and has ‘“‘heard their groans.’’ One 
of the results of this repression—and Mr. 
Thirkield puts it in italics—is ‘‘an utter 
separation of the races along al) lines that 
lead to mutual respect and confidence.’’ But 
he does not stop at italics; he - resorts to 
suppression. He declaresthat a postmaster 
was burned in effigy because he appointed a 
necro ‘‘io a position above mere carrier in 
the postoffice’’—because ‘‘the postmaster 
dared to accord hima simple civil right.’ 
Now the efligy-burning, which was a very 
foolish affair, occurred right under Mr. 
Thirkield’s nose, so to speak,\and he knew 
when he was writing the words we have 
quoted, that he was suppressing the facts of 
the case. He knew that the animus of the 
affair was the result of the appointment ofa 
necro to a position where he would, be 
brought in contact and association with a 
young white lady. The appointment was 
regarded as a studied insult to the white 
people, and we have no doubt that it was so 
intended. 

But Mr. Thirkield’s real grievance is the 


fact that there is a practical separation of | 


the races in the Northern Methodist church, 
of which he is one of the lights. Mr. Grady 
alinded to this separation in his reply to 
George W. Cable’s article in The Century, 
and made it the basis of an argument. going 
to show that the negro race asa whole was 
no more anxious fer social relations than the 
whites. It is a fact that the missionaries of 
the Northern Methodist church came to the 
south with their heads as full as they. could 
stick of the social equality idea, but they 
have never been able to put these ideas into 
execution. ‘The negroes themselves did not 
take to these ideas, and now the Northern 
Methodist church in the south, as Mr. Thir- 
kield complains, has separate churches, 
scparate conferences, and separate schools, 
and now there are other symptoms of 
further separations. 

All these things stick in Mr, Thirkield’s 
craw, so to speak, and he lifts up his pen 
and his voice in protest. ‘‘We are here,”’ 
he says—and he again fetehes italics to his 
aid—‘‘we are here to help solve a grave 
problem, and not by compromising to caste 
and native prejudice to fasten it on the peo- 
ple for alltime. Hence we should neither 
sacrifice principle for numbers, nor yield to 
the southern conscience as to the status and 
rights of the negro forthe sake of mere 
Buecess.”’ 

These things are worth noting as we go 
along. 


One Year of Mr. Harrison. 

On Monday Mr. Harrison completed the 
first year of his administration, and the 
record that he has made cannot be described 
as a glorious one, even by impartial ob- 
servers. He has, in fact, disgusted every 
‘honest republican in the country, and has 
brought the party into greater disrepute 
than the Hayes administration. 

It is conceded on all sides that Mr. Harri-- 
son is the weakest and most narrow-minded 
president the country has everhad. He has 
mever yet realized the responsibilities of his 
position. He has not the slightest concep- 
tion of the qualities that go to make a states- 
man.

direction have been purely sectional. There 
would be less objection to his appointment 
of negro postmasters in the south if he ap- 
pointed them in New England, for in go 
doing he would advertise to the world a sin- 
cere and an impartial desire to recognize the 
negro element in their relations to the re- 
publican party. 

But in appointing negroes as. postmasters 
in the south alone Mr. Harrison shows. that 
it is his purpose not to benefit the negro, 
but to renew and increase the natural and 
inevitable friction between the races. No 

Weal well-wisher of the negro race—no real 
patriot, republican or democrat—could en- 
g@ge in such a scheme as this. 

In his letter of acceptance Mr. Harrison 
made some tremendous pledges about civil 
service reform, but he had not been in office 
a month before he began to loot the service

The impression is'slowly gaining ground 
that Explorer Starley’s rescue of Emin 
Pasha needs an indorsement. 

It is contended by some that his relief ex- 
pedition was not altogether a success. The 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette oppeses this 
view, and says: ‘Stanley at last reached 
Emin, and got him out, and took him safely 
to the seashore, That was the object of the 
expedition. He got there and got away with 
the man he was sent for. What more was 
wanted ?”’

Only a Shortage. 

Vincent and Tate, Burke, Hemingway 
and Nolan. 

All were state treasurers, and all wound 
up with the misfortune of ‘‘a shortage’’ in 
their treasuries. 

It is just as bad with the banks. The 
long procession of fugitives in Canada has 
received another recruit, Cashier Pope, of 
Louisville. Mr. Pope, like the unfortunate 
state treasurers, leaves a shortage. 

Just at present it would be too severe to 
brand‘all these men as criminals. Heming- 
way and Nolan may yet come out all right, 
and possibly there is a fighting chance for 
Burke. Still, this shortage epidemic is 
alarming. No strong box, cash drawer, bank 
vault or state treasury is safe. The men in 


_ charge of these various classes of funds are 


models of virtue for years in the eyes of the 
public, and then some fine morning it is dis- 
covered that there is something wrong in 
their accounts. One yielded to speculation, 
another to gambling, wine and women. The 
town boys knew ail about their conduct, but 
their employers and the people knew noth- 
ing until it was too late. 

But what is the remedy? It isa hard ques- 
tion toanswer. The new extradition treaty 
with Canada may accomplish something. 
The laws are reasonably well enforced. 
There are other evils, however, that are 
hard to reach. The speculative craze, the 
habit of fast living, the temptations placed 
in the way of men who handle the funds of 
othexs—how are these to be abolished? 

It is easy toask these questions, and make 
suggestions, but in the meantime the short- 
age epidemic goes on. If matters grow much 
worse every citizen will have to be his own 
treasurer and banker. 


Negroes in the Southwest. 

The voluntary rush of the negroes in the 
Carotinas to Mississippi and Louisjana has 
somewhat confused the northern mind. 

At first it was thought that it was a scheme 
to make business for the railroads, but it is 
now asserted that the negroes are needed to 
devolop a large unsettled territory where 
black labor is wanted. Certain capitalists 
in the southwest, itis said, desire to employ 
one hundred thousand negroes, and will pro- 
vide them with work, houses rent free, and 
each family with an acre of land. 

Our northern contemporaries are discuss- 
ing the matter, and they have come to the 
conclusion that where such inducements are 
offered the negroes are not likely to be badly 
treated, but on the contrary they will be cul- 
tivated and not oppressed politically or in 
any other way. 

The facts of the case are all in our favor. 

Playing With Fire. 

The German emperor's policy, when re- 
duced to its last analysis, commits him to 
socialism while he leaves nothing undone to 
suppress the socialists. 

Of course'there is a palpable inconsistency 
in such a eourse, but the British government, 
acting through its premier, Lord Salisbury, 
is on the same line. The tory administra 
tion is bid@ing for the support of the work 
ing classes by favoring an eight hour law, 
and various other industrial reforms. Yet, 
nothing is better understood than the fact 
that the tories represent the classes, the priv- 
ileged few. 

Here in the United States we are making 
rapid progress in state socialism, but, like 
the German emperor, we are against the so- 
cialists. 

All over the civilized world at the present 
time social issues are more prominent than 
political issues. Everywhere men are band- 
ing themselves together to rule their rulers, 
legislate for their law makers, control the 
property of others, and mind the business 
and morals of their neighbors. Govern- 
ments and politicians are yielding’ to this 
revolutionary spirit, and at the same time 
endeavoring to silence or lock up its advo- 


cates. 
This is not a promising outlook for ‘good 


government and law and order. We have 
been drifting along with sublime ‘confidence 
in the civilizing and pacific influence of pop- 
wir edueation. Unfortunately, education 
does not necessarily make good citizens. 
The socialists who are leaping to the front 
in Germany, the nihilists in Russia, and the 
followers of John Burns in England are bet- | 
ter educated than the orderly and satisfied 
elements of their rank in life. 

We must look to something besides edu- 
cation for the protection of society andestab- 
lished institutions. Governments must gov- 
ern or go to pieces. The owners of proper- 
ty must own it or turn it over to the mob. 
The officers of the ltw must take charge of 
the enemies of public order or prépare to be 
overwhelmed by them. All these attempts

About 4a. m. three suns could be seen, from 
two of which long beams of white light ex- 
tended westward. They, the three, nearly in 
a straight line north and south, the real sun 
being in the middle. All were too bright for 
the natural eye, and some school girls looked 
at them throngh smoked glass. Besides this 
there was a halo round the sun ata distance 
from it—tweity or thirty degrees, I should 
say, by mere unmeasured estimate—and the 
halo had the prisinatic or rainbow colors. The 
suns did not last very long, but the halo lasted 
several hours, and as the san approached his 
setting, looked very like -a rain-bow arch. 
There was some cloud, but of course before the 
sun, and at times the circle of the halo was 
broken and only partially visible, giving it, at 
one time, near four o'clock, the appearance of 
a bow with the extremities turned upward. 

At sunset the rainbow appearance was per- 
fect. The phenomenon is, I judge, due to 
frozen ¢rystals in the upper air. The phe- 
nomenon of several suns has been several 
times recorded.

Through Western North Carolina. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 5.—[{Special.}— 
Many people throughout western North Caro- 
lina, are now discussing the very mysterious 
phenomenon which appeared in the heavens 
day before yesterday, and seems to have 
been visible in a few sections. It 
was in an immense circle, with a white 
misty circumference drawn upon the northern 
heavens with the sun located upon its southern 
circumference. Around the sun was a smaller, 
but still larger circle, the circumference of 
which had all the colors of the rainbow in it. 
There were other circles and parts of circles, 
with circumferences only partly defined, in 
which the rainbow colors commingled con- 
centrical with the 
around the sun. At the points where these 
circumferences and parts of circumferences 
crossed the great white circle, whose southern 
edge seemed to cover the sun, the effect in 
color was brilliant. This-was not what is pop- 
ularly styled ‘‘the sun drawing water,’’ for the 
sun is always the center of the circle that 
draws water. 

The sun was on the circnmference of a large 
white circle, and was only the center of the 
smaller rainbow circle. The day was clear. 
not cloudy. There were slight. accumula- 
tions of haze about in the heavens, 
but the sun shone brightly through the 
thickest of it, gathered together in the circum- 
ference of the circle. 

The curious sight attracted much attention, 
and caused many an eye to water from strain, 
and whenever the circumference of one circle 
crossed the periphery of another, a bright point 
was accentuated, which was so glaring that it 
hurt the eves to look at it, and it was evidently 
a picture of the.sun mirrowed fog} from the 
cloud. There were a half dozen of these 
solar photographs, and that fact made the 
whole brilliant scene very difficult to ob- 
serve. It was thought by tome that 
they observed the rainbow circle 
surrounding the sun and cutting the great cir- 
cle at two points, reproduced twice around 
the great circle, making three rainbow circles 
grouped around the circumference of the great 
circle. The whole picture was visible thirty 
minutes, gradually fading away. 

Seen in Arkansas. 

Hot Sprines, Ark., March 5.—The people 
of this city were treated to a most singular as- 
tronomical sight. No one had ever witnessed 
the like or read of such a phenomenon in this 
latitude before. The morning was clear, but 
cold and frosty. As the sun rose the heavens 
were overspread with a thin, hazy cloud, not 
sufficiently dense, however, to darken the 
sun’s rays to any considerable extent. About 
10 o’clock a well defined rainbow appeared to 
the south of the sun. The full bow was not 
visible, but the central portion was very clear. 
By 10:30 a large, clear circle appeared to the 
north of the sun. This circle was of 
snowy whiteness, and appeared to 
be in the higher atmosphere or 
sky, as the thin clouds could be plainly seen 
fioating across its lines. It was large and 
quite distinct, as much so as @ race course 
upon an open area appears to the eye. From 
10:30 to 11, asecond rainbow, similar to the 
first, was visible east of.the sun, at apparently 
not quite as great distance from the sun as the 
first. At the same time, a small but very 
dense and bright section of a third rainbow ap- 
peared immediately beneath the sun to the 
south. Thus the phenomenon appeared in its 
clearest and strongest aspect till 11:45, after 
which the circle gradually faded away, fol- 
lowed by the rainbows. 3 

Many were the theories advanced as to what 
produced it, but all are puzzled, as they never 
saw anything like it before.

TURNING THEM OUT. 


THE REPUBLICANS DETERMINEDTO 
HAVE A GOOD MAJORITY 


REGARDLESS OF CLAIMS OF JUSTICE. 


Mr. Blount’s Interest in the Gubernatorial 
Race— Watching the Developments—The 
Senate on Correspondents. 


Wasuinctoy, March 5.—[Special.]—The 
third democrat was unseated today to make 
room for a republican. 

This time Mr. Cate, of/ Arkansas, was the 
unfortunate one. Feathetston, the contestant, 
was at once swornin. Cate had a perfectly 
plaincase. All the evidence was on his side. 
He was fairly elected by a large majority. 
Even many republicans admitted his election. 
There were, indeed, ahalf dozen who absented 
themselves to prevent being forced by Tom 
Reed to vote against their moral convictions. 
Consequently the republican majority was 
very small,although only one republican, Hitt, 
of Illinois, a new man voted with the demo- 
erats. On the first vote calling the previous 
question the vote stood 144 to 141 or three re- 
publican majority. 

THE DEMOCRATIC ABSENTEES. 

There were ten democrats absent without ex- 
euse or pairs. Six are from New York, two 
from South Carolina, one from Tennessee, 
and one from Ohio. 

Had these men been in their seats Cate 
would not have been turned out. The demo- 
erati@Yeaders are indignant at the absence of 
these men. It was their absence, without the 
slighest excuse, save perhaps, private business 
matters, which put the power in the republican 
hands to unseat Mr. Cate, and even with such 
alarge absence of democrats without pairs, 
Tom Reed had to come down from the 
speaker's stand and apply the party 
lash with the utmost vigor to get his men to 
vote for the republican contestant. Hitt, of 
Illinois, wanted to make a speech, but Reed 
would give him no time, for he knew if a re- 
publican came out openly for Cate it would 
cause a stampede among his herd, and Cate 
would be retained. Thus Hitt could do noth- 
ing save vote for Cate, and he was alone. That

the last vote Tom Reed succeeded in muster- 
ing ten majority against Cate.

Mr. Blount seems 
to be particularly interested, and on account 
of the large vote he received, it is the imprés- 
siou here that he is seriously considering the 
matter of entering the race. He, however, 
says he is not a candidate, yet he gives no in- 
formation as to his future intentions. For 
that reason there is a deep-rooted sentiment 
here that he is foeling his ground very criti- 
tally, and if he sees a good chance of election, 
then he will come out. Mr. Blount has an 
ambition to be governor, and if an opportunity 
presents itseif, heis going to double somersault 
from the spring board, and land squarely on 
his feetin the midst of the many aspirants,

JUDGE STEWART MAKES A SPEECH 


Showing That the Passage of the Lard Com- 
pound Bill Would Cause the South to 
Lose Millions of Dollars, 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—The hente ‘ceent 
mittee on agriculture set apart its session to- 
day to hear members of congress who desired 
to speak upon the bills pending before the 
committee to regulate the manufacture and 
sale of compound lard. 

At 10:45 Representative Stewarf, of Georgia, 
was the only member present, and he prefaced 
his remarks by reading the following letter: 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 3, 1890.—Hon. John D. 
Stéwart, Washington, D. G.—Dear Sir: Your 
valued favor of February 3d is before me. In re- 
ply I will say that Mr. Hatch has no authority to 
say that the alliance in Georgia wants such a bill 
passed as you speak of. Of course, it would ruin 
the oil mill industry in the south, and damage us 
about $28,000,000 annually. It would reduce the 
price of lard so as to werk great hardships to our 
poor-people. You can rest assured that Georgia 
wants no such measure passed. Very truly,

THE FAREER AGAINST THE BILL. 


Representative. Morgan, of Misssissippi, a 


member of the committee, said he was a mem- 
ber of the Farmers’ Alliance, and knew that 
the organization in the southern states does 
not desire the legislation proposed in the 
Conger and Butterworth bills. They are in 
favor of a general pure food bill. The pas- 
sage of the Conger bill would take bread and 
—_ out of the mouths of of our people, he 
said. 

Representative Allen, of Michigan, then 
asked Mr. Stewart how congress could pass a 
food bill and not do damage toto the cotton 
seed industry, which, it is claimed, will be 
done by the bill. 

Mr. Stewart said that as far as the southern 
states are concerned they now have laws gov- 
erning the manufacture and sale of food prod- 
ucts, which cover the case. All thatis needed 
to prevent the sale of unwholesome products is 
to enforce these laws. To pass # law as pro- 
posed, our people think, Mr. Stewart said, 
would result disastrously to them, reducing the 
price of cotton seed to thirteen or fourteen cents 
a bushel. 

A LITTLE COLLOQUY. 

In answer to qnestions by several members of 
the committee, Mr. Stewart said that if com- 
pound lard was deleterious to health, a fraud 
in any way, then he would be in favor of brand- 
ing jt, as such, and punishment to those who 
sell it. ‘‘But,’ said Mr. Stewart, ‘‘I don’t un- 
derstand that any such thing is claimed here. 
It is a fight, as I understand it, between lard 
and cotton seed oil, and scientists say one is 
just as whoesome as the other. If one is to be 

— then brand the other, and tax them 
alike.’ 

In a colloquy which ensued Mr. Morgan, of 
Mississippi, asserted that the supreme court 
had never passed upon the question of the 
constitutionality of the oleomargarine law, as 
has. been assumed in the discussion. 

Mr. Stewart agreed with Mr. Morgan that 
congress has the power to passa law regulat- 
ing the manufacture and sale of lard and lard 
products that shall have force only in the 
territories and district of Columbia. 

To Mr. McLammy Mr. Stewart said that he 
and the people he represented believed that it 
would be unjust for congress to single out 
one food product and legislate on it. 

In conclusion, Mr. Stewart said that if the 
use of cotton seed oil was abolished by the 
passage of the proposed bill it would compel 
the southern farmer to go back to the situation 
of twenty-five years ago, when cotton seed was 
used only as a fertilizer, or thrown away, 
The tax and expenses provided for im the _ bill 
came ultimately out of the produce of cotton 
seed oil. It will be a burden on them and 
such a tax is not needed by the government. 

GENERAL WHEELER SPEAKS. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, who had come 
into the room while Mr. Stewart was speaking 
was introduced to the cominittee and said that 
the second section of the Conger bill was enough 
todamn it among his people. That section 
defines compound lard and prohibits its manu- 
facture or sale except under the provisions of 
the bill. That bill would destroy an industry 
from which the people of Alabama had re- 
ceived millionsof dollars. ‘They write to us,”’ 
Mr. Wheeler said, ‘‘demonstraiing against the 
passage of the bill.’’ In further statement, 
the general quoted facis testifying that lard 
componnd with cotton seed oil in it, 
was in greater favor with péople than 
pure lard and_ that at one time 
when he could not get his shipments 
of cotton seed oil, the consumers complained 
of the pure lard he furnished them, saying it 
was inferior to the compound. 

To Mr. Hatch, Mr. Wheeler said that when 
the people learned, as they ultimately would, 
that cotton seed oil Jard is better than any other 
lard, not a pound of lard which does not con- 
tain cotton seed oil would be sold. If there 
were any fraud inthe matter of sale of lard 
compound, some power which has the right 
ought to reguiate it, and that right, he be- 
lieved, rested in the states.

ANOTHER SEAT STOLEN.

THE VIRGINIA SENATOR ON THE 
BLAIR BIttl. : 


HE SAYS SOUTHERNERS ARE POOR 


And Federal Aid to Education Would be Ac- 
ceptable at Least in His State—Speeches 
Against the Measure. | 


WasniInGron, Match 5.—The senate took 
up the Blair educational bill, and Mr. Bar- 
bour addressed the senate in advocacy of the 
bill. He spoke of the great interest which the 
people took in that measure, and said that ‘it 
had been favored in the platform of both polit- 
ical parties in that state. It was of the deepest 
interest tothe people of Virginia, who had 
done as much for the sake of education as the 
people of any other state. They had expended 


about $19,000,000 for that purpose, and had 
given $5,000,000 to educate the colored children, 
which the general government had put upon, 
not only as citizens, but as sovereigns. He 
was surprised at the lack of interest on the 
subject shown by the senate, and was aston- 
ished at the southern senators’ opposition. 
Why, he asked, wasthat so? They had no 
well-grounded. apprehension that she school 
system or their states was to be interfered 
with. The consent of the states had to be ob- 
tained before it would apply to them. How 
were the rights of Alabama or Mississippi to be 
violated by the benefaction? Did the bene- 
factions of George Peabody interfere with the 
school system in the states where they were in 
operation? He had nd constitutional doubts 
on the subject, as he did not belong to the 
hair-splitting class of constitutional lawyers. 
If the general government took no interest 1n 
the education of the colored people, there was 
no reason why the people of Virginia should 
tax themselves to educate, in their midst, a 
class of people who did not act with them po- 
litically, and who would be morg apt to vote 
with a man from Wisconsin than with a man 
from Virginia. As to the talk about the great 
wealth of the south, that, he said, was a de- 
lusion and an exaggeration. The bulk of the 

ople of Virginia were poorer today than they 
had been nineteen years ago. He denied that 
the senator from West Virginia (Faulkner) 
had any right to speak (as he had 
spoken) for the southern states. The 
bulk of that state lay west of 
the Alleghany mountains. The interest of that 
state had not been with the south thirty years 


-ago when it cast its fortune (wisely, no doubt, 


and to its own interest) with the federal gov- 
ernment. 
THE SOUTH NOT WEALTHY. 

The statements made as tothe wealth of the 
south were not true, so far certainly as the 
states of Virginia and North Carolina were 
concerned. The great flow of wealth rolling 
over the Pactolian sands had not reached them. 
He had never known the agricultural interests 
of Virginia to be more depressed than today. 
He believed that there was a better day before 
that state; but that better day had not yet ar- 
rived. A landholderin Virgiyia was regarded 
the poorest maninit. He might be the owner 
of a thousand acres of land, and yet not have 
money enough to pay for his breakfast. 

Coming back to the discussion of the bill 
itself, he reminded the senator from West Vir- 
ginia that nobody would enforce a school 
fund on that state, but if the people 
of Virginia were willing to take it 
he asked why, in God’s name, should he 
(Faulkner) oppose their doing so? Did the 
southern senators believe that the people 
from their states would decline the fund? 
Did the senator from West Virginia believe 
that his people would not take it? Ifhe 
believed that they would take it, why did he 
stand up in the senate and say that they 
should not have it. and that the ates oe of 
other states should not have it? e knew 
that it would not do for his colleegue (Mc- 
Daniel) and himself to go home and tell the 
people of Virginia that. they must not take 
this money from the federal government, but 
must continue to tax themselves for thé 
support of common schools. If they were to 
make speeches on the line of speech of tho 
senator from West Virginia, they would be 
held to an account—ability which, he, for one, 
would not care to encounter. 

SENATOR PLUMB OPPOSES IT. 

Mr. Plumb addressed the senate in opposi- 
tion to the bill. . 

The bill, he declared, was the conception of 
the senator from New Hampshire. Whatever 
vitality it had was due to the remarkable de- 
votion which he had exhibited toward it. No 
state had asked forit. No southern state and 
no northern state had ever said that it needed 
federal aid*for its schools. But after the ten- 
der had been made there were a few feeble re- 
sponses from some of the southern states, just 
as might have been expected. The state of 
Alabama was to receive $6,000,000 under it, 
and naturally Alabama would like to have 
that six millions. That time 
passed. And the good sense, 
headedness of the people had asserted 
itself until today a majority of the southern 
states—states which would be the recipients of 
seventy-five per cent of the fund, h racti- 
cally repudiated it, and had said they did not 
want it. The senators from Missouri, 
Arkansas, Texas, Kentucky, Tennessee, West 
Virginia and Maryland and he could have, 
until this session included Delaware, had in- 
dicated their determination to vote against it. 
Other southern states—notably South Carolina 
and Arkansas—were divided on the question. 
And now the senate was asked to put the 
United States in the attitude of thrusting on 
these people money which they did not wish. 
He ventured tlre assertion that if the bill 
went over for two year longer every south- 
ern state would say that it did not want it. 

Commenting upon Mr. Blair’s remarks as to 
making up to the southern states for the bur- 
den of additional pension measures, Mr. 
Plumb said: 

ANSWERING ONE OF BLAIR’S POINTS. 

That if this bill became a law, the southern 
people would be warranted in believing that 
the money was the gift of an aroused con- 
science of the north on account of the great 
wrong done to the south in the late war. It 
would be régarded in the form of an expia- 
tion, just as conscience money was sent to the 
treasury from those who had defrauded 
it. The section which gave the money 
on that ground did itself ummecessary in- 
jury and humiliation, and the section 
that received could not be expected to spend 
it in the fulfillment of the trust, and would 
not doit. He argued that some of the sotth- 
ern states spent aS much money for school 
purposes as some of the northern states did, 
and thatit was found in any state that common 
school education was not being sufficiently 
provided for, it was because too much money 
was being spentin the high schools, where 
differential caléulus and ‘‘ologies’”’ were being 
taught instead of the ‘‘three Ks’’ and common 
rudiments. 

At the close’of Mr. Phimb’s speech the éen- 
ate went into executive session and at 5:30 ad- 
journed.

MORE DETAILS OF THE BARBARITY 
IN RUSSIAN PRISONS. 


PRISONERS WHIPPED TO DEATH. 


Stories of the Horrible Sufferings of the 
Prisoners—Attempt at Suicide by Starva- 
tion—Punishment for Small Offenses. 


Cuicaco, March 5.—The following commu- 
nication has been received by the Associated 
Press: 

“MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 4, 1890.—To 
the Associated Press: I have just received 
from a Russian acquaintance in Paris the fol- 
lowing letter with regard to the reported flog- 
ging to death of Madame Sigida, at the mines 
of Kara in eastern Siberia. I have every rea- 
son to believe that my correspondent is trust- 
worthy, and that he has received directly from 
the province of the trans.Baikal information 
that he sends me, but further than thisI 


know nothing. The story of the flogging of 
Madame Sigida and the suicide of her compan- 
ions has been officially denied by the Journal 


de St. Peterburge, the organ of the Russian 
foreign office, and by the St. Petersburg Novee 
Vremya, but these denials unfortunately do 
not carry as much weight as they would if the 
Russian government had ‘not denied the sto 
of the slaughter of political exiles in Yakut: 
last March, a story that Jam now prepared to 
prove before the committee of the interna- 
tional prison association.

THE HORRIBLE DETAILS. 

Paris, February 13, 1890.—My Dear Mr. 
Kennan: I hasten to send you details, that 
we received here yesterday, from Siberia, of 
the tragedy at Kara, in regard to which I wrote 
you briefly a few days ago. We learn from a 
frastwastiee source that, upon the suggestion 
or initiative of Baron Korffa, governor general 
of the Amoor provinces, it was decided some 
months ago to put all political offenders at the 
mines of Kara upon the footing of common 
criminal convicts. In pursuance of this decis- 
ion an order was received from St. Peters- 
burg to turn political convict women over to 
Commandant Tomilin, director of common 
criminal prisons, and to have them shut up in 
cells oceupied by convict women of the com- 
mon criminal class. The Kara tragedy was 
the result: of this order, which was made 
known to the political prisoners on October 
24. More than half of the male political 
convicts proposed at once to commit suicide, 
bat as all would not agree to this 
it was finally decided to await definite action 
on the part of the prison authorities. The men’ 
gave notice, however, that they would kill 
themselves at the first attempt to carry the 
order into execution. 

‘A bout the same time severties began in the 
woman’s political prison, Madame Kavyals- 
kaya, by order of Governor-General Korffa, 
had been transferred from Kara to Verkhni 
Udinsk prison, and this had prepared a way 
for the events that followed, as soon as her 
female companions learned the harrowing 
detai!s of her removal to Verkhni Udinsk, the 
circunistances of which were as follows: 

» MADAME KAVALSKAYA’S OFFENSE. 

Baron Korffa paid a visit of inspection to 
the woman’s political prison at Ust Kara, and 
entered the cell where Madame Kavalskya 
was lying sick in bed. It is a strictly enforced 
rule in all Russian prisonsthat when an officer, 
and especially an officer of high rank, enters a 
cell, every prisoner shall rise to his or her feet 
and stand in the attitude of attention. 

‘“‘Madame Kavalskya, who was in the ad- 
vanced stage of consumption, neither rose 
from her bed nor noticed in any way the gov- 
ernor general’s entrance. Baron Korffa, ig* 
norant, perhaps, of the unfortunate woman's 
physical condition, asked her roughly whether 
she did not know whohad entered the cell and 
why she did not get up. Madame Kavalskya 
replied wearily: ‘‘lt makes no difference to 
me, now, whether you are a governor general 
or only a turnkey. I am unable to get up.”’ 
Baron Korffa irritated, apparently, Dy what 
seemed to: him impertinence, ordered, that 
Madame Kavatskaya be taken tothe Verkhni 
Udinski prison and there be put into solitary 
confinement. This order was executed by 
Masnikoff, commanding officer of Ust Kara 
prison, with great brutality; Madame Kav- 
alskaya declared herself unable to watk, and 
she was thereupon taken out of bed by two 
soldiers, carried down to the bank of Shitka 
river in a sheet and put into asmall boat for 
transportation to Verkhni Udinsk prison. Her 
companion held Commandant Masnikoff re- 
sponsible, and appealed to higher authorities 
for the latter’s removal. 

TRYING TO STARVE. 

‘“‘Wlien the appeal was disregarded they pro- 
ceeded to enforce it by means of a hunger 
strike—voluntary self-starvation, and a hunger 
strike of unheard duration. They fasted the 
first time sixteen days when, at last, Com- 
mandant Masuikoff tendered his resignation. 
The higher authorities refused to accept it, and 
the hunger strike was renewed for eight days 
more, at the expiration of which time the men 
were notified that the obnoxious Commandant 
Masuiffoff would be removed to another post. 
The promised removal, however, did not take 
place, and again the hunger strike was re- 
newed. This time it continued twenty-two 
days, but most of the women were kept alive in 
spite of their refusal to eat by the administra- 
tion of food- artificially. At the end 
of this terrible hunger strike only 
Madame Sigida and Madame Solova were 
able to stand on their feet. Madame Sigida 
asked for an interview with the commandant, 
and in the course of it struck him in the face. 
Whether the blow was provoked by something 
that he said, or whether she intended to sacri- 
fice herself, with the hope of bettering the con- 
dition of er companions, is not known. The 
hunger strikers were not aware of her inten- 
tion to strike the commandant, if she had such 
intention when she left them. Madame Sigida 
was removed to the common prison at Ust 
Kara, as were also Mesdames Kalacennaya 
and Smyrnitska, and, according to one ac- 
count, Madame Kavalskaya.”’ 

MADAME SIGIDA FLOGGED. 

The result of the blow given by Madame 
Sigida to Commandant Masuikoff was tele- 
graphed to Governor General Korffa, direct- 
ing that she be flogged. The prison surgeon 
made the customary examination, of her and 
reported that she was not in a condition to en- 
dnre thepunishment, Baron Korffa was noti- 
fied of the surgeon’s decision and of his réfusal 
to be i He thereupon tel- 


resent at the fogging:

_ Khe Abbeville and Waycross Road Assured 
to be Built This Year—Ralilroad 
Commission Matters. 


One of the most important railroad cases 
that have been in court for years in Georgia, is 
to result from the fight made by the town of 
Greenville, Meriwether county, on the Macon 
and Birmingham, which is now being con- 
structed through that county. 

The facts in the case are well remembered 
by ConstrruTIonN readers. In a nut shell, the 
railroad is to be built about three miles from 
Greenville. The citizens of Greenville are 
trying to force the road to come through that 
city. They haye offered a number of induce- 
ments to have the road- do this volun- 
tarily. They protest that the building of the 
road so near and yet so far is a speculation to 
benefit the projectors at the cost of great in- 
jury to the stranded town. 

Originally the charter stipulated that the 

‘road was to go through Greenville. In the 
last legislature, after a stubborn fight, an 
amendment tothe charter was passed, allow- 
ing the road to go near, but not through Green- 
ville.’ 

The latest developments are told in this dis- 
patch: 

GREENVILLE, Ga., March 5.-—[Special.J— 
Yesterday afternoon the fight opened upon,the 
part of Greenville and Meriwether against 
the Macon and Birmingham railroad going 
around Greenville. During the two weeks of 
court here the matter was freely discussed, 
and it was found that four-fifths of the citi- 
zens of the county were decidedly in favor -of 
having the road come through the town. 

One of the sections of the charter of the Ma- 
con and Birmingham requires the company to 
get the consent of the county authorities be- 
- fore crossing, taking or using any of the pub- 
lic roads of the county. The company has not 
even applied for etagepeim to cross, take or 
use any of the public highways that the pro- 
posed ronte below Greenville crosses. 

Yesterday the board of county commission- 
ers, in regular session, after reciting the fact 
that the running the road below Greenville, 
would damage the public property of the coun- 
ty here, passed the following order: 

“To the Macon and Birmingham 
company, its agents, etc.—You are hereby 
notified not .to take, use, or cross 
any of the public highways of said county for 
the purposes of said railroad company, unless 
said railroad shall run within one mile of the 
eorporate limits of the city of Greenville. And 
notice is hereby given, that for a violation of 
this notice and the law governing the same, 
that we will not only enjoin all trespassers on 
the public property, but will vigorously pros- 
ecute, under the criminal laws of the state, all 
such trespassers.” March 4th, 1890. W. F. 
Gay, D. H. Bulloch, T. B. Tigner, county 
cominissioners of Meriwether county.

The line from Tifton to Thomasville is fifty- 
five miles, and its building this year is assured. 

It is generally believed that this road 
will help the building of the Augusta and 
West Florida. 

Abbeville and Waycross. 

The building of this road is assured. 

Dr. J. T. Maynard, president of the com- 
pany, is authority for the statement. 

This road built, the Atlanta and Florida is 
bound to be extended from Fort Valley to 
Abbeville. 

If the Atlanta and Florida don’t make that 
extension, some other road will. 

With that gap in, from Fort Valley to Abbe- 
ville, Atlanta will have an air line to Jackson- 
ville—the shortest possible line. 

The road from Abbeville to Waycross is sev- 
enty-four miles long. It is stated authorita- 
ag Ahem the entire distance will be in opera- 
tion before the Ist of next January. 


The Darien Short Line. 

Three years ago work was begun on this road. 
Mr. R. K. Walker, almost unaided, has graded the 
entire line of forty-two miles from Darien to 
Jocelyn, near Walthurville, on the Savannah, 
Florida and Western. 

Eleven and a half miles of line, from Belleville, 
on the Sapelo river, northwestwardly, is laid with 
fifty-two panee steel rails. 

Mr. Walker now hasa cargo of rails on hand, 
enough to make four miles more of track. Within 
sixty days he expects to have more rolling stock, 
and the work of construction will be pushed.

A Verbal Agreement Brings Two People Into

A dispute over a siable is the cause which 
hed to a-suit filed in the superior court yester- 
day. 

Mrs. Sarah Jane Purtell is the plaintiff in 
the case and Dr. H. V, M. Miller the defend- 
aut. The suit is brought to enforce a verbal 
agreement claimed to have been made betwoen 
Mrs. Purtell and Dr. Miller six years ago, and 
which the petitioner now says the defandant 
refuses to carry out. - 

Ingthe declaration it is averred that in 1884 
an agreement was verbally entered into be- 
twee: rn irs. Purtell and Dr. Miller for the joint 
erection of a stable on the land owned by Mrs. 


Purtell, on Poplar street. 


Mrs. Purtell owns a lot on on Forsyth street 
and Dr. Miller a lot on Walton street, the two 
lots joining at the rear. 

The petition alleges that in 1884, the peti- 
tioner and Dr. Miller agreed to build a brick 
stable on gronnd owned by Mrs. Purtell, at a 
cost of $900, each to pay half; that the con- 
tract was let out, and the workmen came to 
away an old stable to begin 
the erection of the new one. Mr. 

. F.. Reberts, who then occupied 
Dr. Miller’s place objected and the matter 
was drépped till the expiration of his lease, 
Which was for four years. 

Tle consideration of Mrs. Purtell allowing 
the stable to be bullt on her gronnd, was that 
Dr. Miller, soit is alleged, should cede to her a 
certain number of feet fronting on Poplar 
street, adjoining her property. 

She further alleges that, supposing the 
agreement between her and Dr. Miller was 
yet in force, she began tearing down her 
kitchen to build a new one on the ground 
which she claims was to be allowed her by 
the defendant when the stable was agreed 
upon. 

Mrs. Purtell alleges that she is ready to 
build the stable and carry out her part of the | 
contract, but that the defendant refuses to al- 
low her to proceed with the erection of her 
kitchen. She says she is at expense to tear away 
the old room, and, therefore, the court should 
require Dr. Miller to stand to his alleged 
verbal contract, made in . 1884.

Major Smyth has been revolutienizing and 
systematizing things about the postoftice.

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“WEIGH MY COAL” |. 


4 CITIZEN WHO WANTS CITY 


SCALES. 


He Thinks the Coal Dealers Sometimes Make 
Mistakes in Weight —What the Council 
Has Done in the Matter. 


There isa demand for city scales—public 
scales, where coal and other merchandise can 
be weighed under the eye of a third party be- 
fore it goes to the buyer from the seller. Such 


a convenience and protection is very loudly 


clamored for every now and then. 

It is a necessity. Particularly so during the 
fall and winter, when coal supplies are being 
laid in. Then a public city scale would be 
useful and desirable in a thousand other in- 
stances. , 


“When we buy a ton-of coal, we don't know | 


whether we get it or not,” complained an in- 
dignant citizen, whose pocketbook felt sorely 
the onslaught of the cold wave. ‘I ordered a 
ton the other day, and for curiosity’s sake, had 
it reweighed. Guess how much there was in 
it?” 

“Well, really, you’re a little too hard. Two 
thousand pounds, I reckon ?”’ 

‘‘Hardly,”’ said the citizen, with a sneer 
that had a whole world of meaning 
in .&, His blood was up — just 
about as hot as the cold day was cold. 

“Fourteen hundred.” 

“Of course it was a mistake,”’ he went on. 
“Such things always happen by mistake, the 
same as the plumber’s bill, and that sort of 
thing. I thought I was getting good measure, 
too, that’s the worst of it.”’ 

The citizen then branched off to the effec- 
tiveness of a city weighing scale, when for a 
small fee a person could have his coal weighed 
and certified to after it leit the coal dealer’s 
yard. 

“T don’t mean to insinuate—I wouldn’t 
do that for a whole ton of coal—against the 
dealers. Their scales may be out of order, or 
something of that kind, you know. Or he 
may have careless or incompetent clerks and 
weighers. Whichever it is,a city scale would 
obviate it, and you can register my vote to 
the man who is pledged to the establishing 
this necessity. That’s one plank in the plat- 
form of city politics that I'll nail a ticket to.” 

Every once in awhile the. same cry is made 
by other citizens, who imagine themselves 
victims of the coal man’s mistakes—or the 
mitake of his scales. 

The matter of city scales has been agitated 
in council a number of times, but nothing sub- 
stantial has ever yet come of it. There is no 
ordinance on the city statute book providing 
for a scale, though the drafting of such an or- 
dinance was recommended by the ordinance 
committee, reported in favor of two sets of 
city scaies. 

In May last Alderman Howell introduced a 
resolution in council providing that the ordi- 
nance committee prepare an ordinance for the 
estabiishment of city scales and public 
weights. 

Theis resolution was duly referred to the 
ordinance committee, and at a meeting in 
July last that committee reported recommend- 
ing the establishment of two sets of city scales, 
one on each side of the railroad to be erected 
as soon as the finance committee had funds to 
spare for that purpose. 

Then the finance committee took charge of 
the city scales, reporting on July 15th the 
adoption of the ordinance com- 
mittee’s report, which leaves the 
erection of the scales in the discretion ofthe 
finance committee. They will be established 
when that committee has money to spare for 
the purpose. 

So, it will be seen, that some day Atlant 
will have city seales It is only a question 
of time. The council says they may be built 
when the money is in hand, 

That ought to be satisfactory to the ordinary 


citizen.

The Pay on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, Mareh 5.—The stock market, as 
far as the general list was concerned, was just as 
dull andstagnant as during the past week, but 
heavy trading in Reading and sugar refineries 
brought the total ap to. very respectable‘@gures. 
The list showed a tendency to advance, as it al- 
ways does, if left to itseif, but the hammering of 
bears upon certain spots gave a feverish ‘and 
irrecular look to the market as a whole. The bears 
are accused of manipulating rates for exchange, 
and are said to have bought sterling heavily in 
order to prevent adecline to a point which would 
prevent the shipment of gold to this country at a 
profit. This m< anipulation may delay fora time 
the coining of gold from Europe, but as 

ferlin and London owe us a large amount for in- 
vestiment bonds bought within the last sixty days 
to sav nothing of the recent purchase of stocks, 
the sending of gold cannot lang be .checked. 

Duliness and stagnation marked the opening 
this mornivg and the first prices, except for sugar 
which was up one per cent, and Manhattan which 
was up two, Were only slightly changed from those 
of last evening. The bears had their hands upon 
Western Union at first, being still enconraged by 
the Postal Telegraph scheme though friends of the 
stock say that the plan will bea failure. Man- 
hattan was lifted upon the decision of yesterday 
which directs that all suits for damages must 
take in.t» consideration benefits as we.] as losses. 
Western Union yielded slowly, and when the press- 
ure was lifted alu ost all of the decline was re- 
corded. Rca ling, however, was the great feature 
of the diy, and was weak. On a fico: of shorts, 
based primarily upon the dullness of the anthra- 
c'te trace, though Philadelphia was credited with 
dispo: nz: of some large blocks of stock. It was 
found tobe unprotected, and was rapidly sold 
down fior 3014 to 3634, closing at the lowest price. 
With a decreased demand for anthracite coal 
comer an increised one for bituminous, and on 
this Wheeling and Lake Erie preferred has shown 
marked strength of late. Today it yie'ded 
over one per cent, but the = decline 
brought in support and sit rallied 
sharply. Sugar made further progress 
in the afternoon, after hanging around 66 all 
morning. It rose rapidly toward 2 o’clock, and 
touched 6814, reacted to 66%%, but closed at 6714. 
The report accompanying the upward movement 
was that the directors would declare a dividend of 
24 per cent. The general list was very little 
affected by movements in leaders,and changes 
were insignificant as arule. Louisvilleand Nash- 
ville wars also pressed for sale, and scored a ma- 
terial low: for the day. The market finally closed 
dull and steady. The final changes of note in- 
clude only a loss of 24%, in Reading, and 14 in 
Louisville and Nashville, witha rise of 1% in sugar 
refinerics.
